“FOREIGN POLICY 


Chairman Outlines Pro- 
gram Almost Identical 
With That of Attlee 
Party.

LONDON, Oct. 19—The chair- 
man of the Liberal party, which 
may decided the outcome of the 
general election Oct. 25, indicated 
his party’s support of the. Labor 
Government's foreign policy last 
night. 

Frank Byers, in the only elec- 
tion broadcast allocated to the 
Liberals, outlined a foreign policy 
for Britain in language which was 


almost identical with that used by | 


Laborites in the current election 
campaign. 

He emphasized that the major 
issue, surpassing the question of 
the rising cost of living, is now 
to preserve world peace. 

He opposed the use of force, 
as in the case of Iran, and pro- 
posed that Britain should carry 
its problems to the United Na- 
tions—as the Labor party has 
done.

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McCarthyism Carries On 

Ambassador Jessup bids fair to become a vic- 
tim of as dirty a deal as any in the record of 
McCarthyism. 

A Senate Foreign Relations subcommittee has 
voted 3 to 2 against his confirmation as a dele- 
gate to the United Nations General Assembly. 
The full committee probably will not make any 
recommendation, and therefore the full Senate 
may not have the chance to vote on his appoint- 
ment at all. So, having seen the subcommittee in 
effect sustain the McCarthy-Stassen smear of his 
reputation, Jessup may have no opportunity to 
achieve a reversal by Senators who cannot stom- 
ach the tactics used against him. 

The worst aspect of this dismal history is that, 
by every fair-minded test of evidence, Ambassa- 
dor Jessup had cleared himseJf of the charge 
of Communist sympathies. He exploded altogeth- 
er the charge that his alleged membership in 
“front” organizations proved such sympathies. 
The record of his diplomatic career exploded 
the charge that the policies he had represented 
proved such sympathies. Yet the Senate sub- 
committee supported the smear. 

Least defensible of the three votes against 
Mr. Jessup were those cast by Republican Sena- 
tor Smith of New Jersey, said to be a personal 
friend, and Democratic Senator Gillette of Iowa. 

A year ago.Senator Smith rose in the Senate 
to announce his support of Margaret Chase 
Smith's Declaration of Conscience against McCar- 
thyism and all its implications. Now, like Harold 
Stassen, he lends his name to McCarthyism. 

Both Smith and Gillette, in voting against Mr. 
Jessup, denounced the charge of disloyalty but 
asserted that he had lost public “confidence.” 
This is merely an obscure way of saying, “We 
do not believe the smear, but we are going to 
act as if we did.” 

Mr. Jessup may now receive a recess appoint- 
ment, along with the nine other delegates. We 
suspect that his enemies do not care a great 
deal whether he goes to Paris or not. They 
were not interested in purifying the ideology 
of the Paris delegation so much as in scoring 
a political point against the Administration, no 
matter what the cost might be in terms of 
character assassination. 
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Did McGrath Actually Forget ? 


Attorney General McGrath’s apology to Chief 
Judge Moore contains a reiteration of his state- 
ment that he has no recollection of any call 
from the St. Louis jurist last February. 

Thus what Mr. McGrath again asks the coun- 
try to believe is that he did not remember a 
warning issued to him over the long distance 
telephone from a veteran federal judge—a warn- 
ing which included these alarming words: 

This is the worst district in the United 
States to have anything break out because 
this is the President’s home state and this is 
the home city of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury. It would be worse here than anywhere 
in the country. A major operation is called 
for here. There ought to be surgery and cut 
to the bone. 

J. Howard McGrath should have another ses- 
sion of memory searching. H he does perhaps he 
will find he remembers this warning just as he 
found a memorandum of his own about the call 
from Judge Moore eight months ago. 

If he still cannot remember then only one con- 
clusion is possible. Temperament and character 
aside, his memory is too feeble for him to occupy 
any longer the very important office of Attorney 
General of the United States. 

Mr. McGrath said Judge Moore lied, though he 
later corrected this. Is the chief law-enforcing 
officer of the country himself telling the truth? 

Well, is he? 
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Imperceptible Face-Lifting 

The Senate-House tax bill patchers have per- 
formed a bit of plastic surgery so slight that it 
is almost imperceptible. And it is highly doubt- 
ful whether it has the approbation of those who 
forced the operation. 

Certainly, the revised increase. will not meet 
the favor of those who rejected the conference 
committee’s original proposal on the ground 
that it would not bring in enough money to keep 
Government receipts within hailing distance of 
Government expenditures. The new proposal 
actually would bring in $41,000,000 less than 
the original. / 

Nor is the latest compromise likely to please 
those who protested the unfairness of the orig- 
inal. It would cut one-half of 1 per cent off the 
tax increase on incomes under $2000. But it 
would leave the flat 11.75 per cent increase on 
incomes from $2000 to $28,000—or $56,000 for 
married persons making a joint return—and it 
would increase the tax rate on incomes above 
those figures by only 9 per cent. Here the con- 
ference committee persisted in rejecting the 
basic principle of a graduated tax based on 
ability to pay. 

By way of concession, the committee did raise 
the capital gains tax from 25 to 26 per cent, and 
it would make the new excess profits rates retro- 
active to July 1, 1951, instead of Jan. 1, 1952. 
Yet these hair-fine increases hardly offset the 
failure to plug up any of the more notorious 
loop-holes in the tax structure, such as depletion 
allowances, special favors to holding companies 
and the like. 

The concessions to individuals in the $2000-or- 
under class actually would, in many cases, 
amount to less than a dollar; and they would be 
immediately offset by increased taxes on such 
everyday items as gasoline, cigarettes and beer. 
Does the committee really feel that people can 
be bamboozled that way? Is the tax burden to 
be slightly imposed only on those who have 
lobbyists and lawyers in Washington? 

Acceptance can come only on the thought that 
the alternative to a bad tax bill is no tax bill 
at all. 
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Paradox Over Biloxi 

It is indeed a paradox that the United States 
Air Force possesses the strength and know-how 
for bombing any place on the globe in a few 
hours time yet is afraid of the brazen gamblers 
and eye-winking officials of the Mississippi Gold 
Coast. A few dozens of underworld parasites 
take millions of dollars annually from the 30,000 
trainees at Keesler Air Base while a man with 
the rank of a major general and an assignment 
as commanding officer sits at ease. 

The story of the disgraceful situation that cen- 
ters about Biloxi, the home of Keesler Air Base, 
has been set forth pungently in a series of 
stories by Edwin A. Lahey, a Chicago Daily 
News-Post-Dispatch correspondent. From them it 
appears that some Keesler officers are more in- 
terested in the welfare of do-nothing city and 
county officials and racketeering gamblers than 
they are in the youths whose “meral and gen- 
eral welfare” they profess to be watching. 

Ma). Gen. James F. Powell “says that he lacks 
the power to stop this exploitation.” An un- 
named lieutenant-colonel “who happened to be 
one of the legal lights” at the base defended 
the general with the assertion that gambling 
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was not illegal in Mississippi. Yet the state anti- 
gambling laws are among the strictest in the na- 
tion. And the public information officer con- 
tendell, “If every place in Biloxi which has a 
slot machine was placed off limits to service per- 
sonnel half of the city would be closed down.” 

The Keesler trainees average 18 years in age. 
They are rather young to pit themselves against 
the dice, roulette wheels, slot machines, horse 
books and poker tables of the grasping parasites 
so eager to profit off the G.I.s who may have to 
die for them.in a matter of weeks after finish- 
ing their training. 

Lahey quoted a prominent lawyer of Biloxi as 
saying, “We’ve just degenerated into an un- 
moral city, that’s all.” Well, what if half or all 
of such a city is closed down? Biloxi and en- 
virons seem to have no compunction about fleec- 
ing the youth: of the nation before they leave 
for the battlefront. 


Gen. MacArthur Fades Back 


If ever there was a platitudinous mixture of 
some fair points, a raft of overclaims and a 
batch of assertions that do not stand up at all 
it was Gen. MacArthur’s address to the Ameri- 
can Legion in Miami. 

The former Pacific commander was right, for 
example, when he said that the Truman Admin- 
istration permitted a great protective military 
organization to evaporate after World War II. 
But he should have said also this was a response 
to the popular cry of “Get the boys home!” 

Certainly the General was miles out of bounds 
in asking: “Why, did they (the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff) start the war if they did not intend to 
win it?” Douglas MacArthur knows that the Com- 
munist North Koreans started the war and he 
knows just as well that Gen. Bradley and the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff are as eager for victory as 
the GIs. Such demagoguery is far beneath what 
the country has a right to expect from a five-star 
general. 

It is only human that Gen. MacArthur should 
be bitter about his dismissal even though the 
reason was his failure to follow directives from 
superior officers. It is also human that when he 
accuses others of bad judgment, he should for- 
get how wrong he was when he staked himself 
on his own judgment that the Chinese Com- 
munists would not enter the war. 

The general rehashed a lot of the past but 
omitted any mention of his communique of Nov. 
28, 1950, when after taking his troops to the 
Yalu he met the overpowering Chinese Reds. 
Has he forgotten that he threw up his hands 
and announced “an entirely new war” with which 
he could not cope—one whose “issues must find 
their solution within the councils of the United 
Nations and the chancelleries of the world.” 

His remarks about “Marxian philosophy” in 
American participation in the defense of Europe 
would be funny except for the seriousness of 
the misinformation. Perhaps his unworthiest re- 
inark of all was when. he sought to exploit grief 
with his®sarcasm abouf the Korean “skirmish.” 
At the outset the fighting in Korea was a “‘po- 
lice action,’ but who has called it that in a vear 
or more? 

It is sad to see a man with a Jong and notable 
military record lowering himself as Gen. Mac- 
Arthur is doing. His original idea of just fading 
away was much better. 
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Last Try on the Medical Aid Bill 

With Senator Taft, its friend-turned-foe, ab- 
sent, the bill for federal aid to medical schools 
and students has again been reported out by the 
Senate Labor committee in a last desperate ef- 
fort for its passage at this fast-waning session. 

This legislation is required to train physicians, 
dentists and nurses who are needed now by the 
nation’s armed forces and who will be needed 
on the home front if American cities are ever 
bombed. Medical schools, financially hard- 
pressed, can neither train the number of stu- 
dents nor make the necessary expansions in plant 
and equipment without the federal aid. _ 

President Truman has called it “must” legisla- 
tion. Gen. Marshall, when he was Secretary of 
Defense, urged its enactment. The American Le- 
gion and other veterans’ oragnizations have 
spoken out strongly in its behalf. But the bill 
was almost done in, when it was called to the 
Senate floor earlier this month, by the American 
Medical Association’s about-face from support to 
opposition, accompanied by a similar about-face 
on the part of Senator Taft, its senior Republi- 
can sponsor. The bill was then returned to com- 
mittee. . 

We refuse to believe that this country cannot 
and will not train the technicians who must ‘be 
trained if American troops are not to lack medi- 
cal, nursing and dental care, and if the civil 
population is not to be tragically short of medical 
attention in the event of an emergency in the 
tense international situation. 

Congress will be derelict In its duty if it does 
not see that the needed money is made available. 
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. What, “Adjustment” Again? 

When Public Service Co. officials speak of 
seeking a “fare adjustment,” past history indi- 
cates that this means a fare increase. And the 
Post-Dispatch has learned that the company 
probably will ask the Missouri Public Service 
Commission for two types of higher fares. 

One would be an increase in the cost of passes. 
Pass holders now pay a nickel on boarding a 
streetcar or bus. The other fare rise would be 
based on zones, according to the length of a ride. 

This sort of proposition has come up before, 
with the eternal complaint that riding has fallen 
off. And the Public Service Commission will 
want to ask the same questidns which have been 
raised about the same proposition in the past: 
Will not an increase in the cost of the popular 
pass merely discourage more ‘riding? Will not 
a zone system only add to the balkanization of a 
transit system which is not adequate now? 

Though the St. Louis area has been asked re- 
peatedly to pay more for transit service, the 
city must constantly try to get better instead of 
worse service. The Public Service Commission 
has not been of much help. Roy F. Reed of the 
commission staff told legislators recently that 
the commission could indeed order “adequate 
service,” but admitted that the commision had 


’ mever determined whether the service on any 


specific route was adequate. 

Mr. Reed said the commission would do so if 
the city filed a complaint. He took the strange 
position that the city was in a better position to 
determine whether service was adequate than 
the commission’s body of experts established to 
govern such matters. 

If the commission actually feels that way, St. 
Louis might well consider filing a complaint. It 
could point out that transit service has declined 
20 per cent since the war while fares have 
jumped 70 per cent. Then it could get down to 
cases. The attempt of the Morganford road sub- 
divisions to get busses is one illustration. 

Surely the Mayor’s Mass Transportation Com- 
mission could supply more than one. It is about 
time the area got an “adjustment” in service as 
well as in its hopping fares. :

Seven hundred million people live in 
the independent nations ‘of Asia. Their 
governments need help and are due to 
share about $900,000,000 in United States 
aid. One in a hundred of these Asians 
lives under Chiang Kai-shek in Formosa. 
But he will get one third of the aid. 

How much of the $300,000,000 that we 
are sending to Chiang will be wasted? Can 
we afford to tie the destinies of the United 
States to those of Chiang? The revela- 
tions of Gen. P. T. Mow and Col. V. S. 
Hsiang describing 
corruption in the Na- 
tionalist regime 
force these questions 
upon us. This cor- 
ruption, they claim, 
was countenanced by 
Chiang Kai-shek and 
will continue as long 
as he holds power on 
Formosa. 

The Nationalists 
were financed by 
United States war- 
time contributions, 
and by the $125,000.- 
000 tacked onto ECA 
appropriations by 
Congress in 1948. All procurement, how- 
ever, was handled by the Chinese, without 
close supervision. Gen. Mow, a deputy 
commander of the Nationalist air force, 
purchased aftr force supplies; Col. Hsiang 
was his executive officer. 

The distrust between Mow and Chiang’s 
chief of staff, Gen. C. J. Chou, was ex- 
ploited from 1949 on by an American 
company, Commerce International (China), 
Inc. Its president was an Armenian— 
Miran Apprahamian: its vice president, a 
Greek—Satiris Galahad Fassoulis. It es- 
tablished itself on Formosa in the summer 
of 1949, selling millions of dollars worth 
of munitions for cash, and for American 
military equipment which it resold to 
other nations.

Scrap Bombs at Premium Price 


In the spring of 1950, Commerce Inter- 
national (China), Inc., working through 
Chiang and his wife, obtained a service 
fee of $750,000 a year, paid for by Ameri- 
can taxpayers. It organized an “American 
Technical and Military Advisory Group” 
headed by Adm. Charles Cooke, a former 
Chief of Staff to Admiral King. The CIC, 
by acting as an intermediary, by-passed a 
prohibition forbidding United States offi- 
cers to work for foreign governments. 
They, in turn, helped CIC by-pass the Na- 
tionalists’ own“procurement staffs. 

On April 10, 1950, Mow and Hsiang 
warned Chou that profiteers, offering use- 
less equipment at outrageous prices, were 
working with the CIC to exploit the Na- 
tionalists’ need for arms, Chou’s reply 
was an instruction to Mow to purchase “a 
large quantity of bombs located by the 
CIC in Europe.” The bombs were surplus 
American weapons, sold on condition that 
the metal be used for scrap and the ex- 
plosives for fertilizer. CIC’s price was 
double the cost of new bombs available in 
the United States. 

Later in 1950, Chou rejected a United 
States Government offer of 50 Thunder- 
bolt fighters and backed the CIC’s at- 
tempts to foist on Formosa a pile of junk, 


described as 25 Mustang fighters. The 
price of each plane was set by the CIC at 
$36,000, providing for $9000 profit for CIC 
and $8000 as proposed graft for Hsiang. 

In the course of its three-year history, 
CIC, as Alfred Friendly pointed out in 
The Washington Post, has engaged in 
forgery, fraudulent execution of the Civil 
Aeronautics Administration inspection re- 
ports, smuggling, misrepresentation of 
facts to secure export licenses, slander of 
high government officials and widespread 
bribery. All this the CIC has done as an 
official representative of the Chinese Gov- 
ernment, favored by Chiang. 

Mow and Hsiang declare that they have 
released only a few of the documents in 
their possession. They insist that the cor- 
ruption they have exposed is a fraction of 
the corruption that centers around Chiang. 


China Lobby Shaken 


Mow and Hsiang have punclied a gaping 
hole in the facade of Chiang’s prestige. 
Chinese in America, even in the Embassy, 
while they regret Mow’'s action believe 
that he is right. Congressmen are im- 
pressed by his story. The China Lobby 
is shaken. Our continued backing of 
Chiang Kai-shek, and therefore his future, 
turn on the reactions of the conference 
committee on foreign assistance, where aid 
to Formosa -fs.up for a decision. 

Why are we giving $300,000,000 a year 
to Formosa, six times as much as we are 
giving India, and more than we are giving 
several European nations? Government 
officials answer that our purpose is to save 
China from falling into Communist hands. 
But Formosa is not a critically important 
base. The Chinese Communists won all 
of China without holding Formosa. The 
Japanese lost all the Pacific while posses- 
sing Formosa. Other nations which are 
more important suffer from neglect. 

We are in Formosa, our officials argue 
further, so that when the Communist 
regime crumbles on the mainland we will 
be ready with a government to move into 
the breach. Is our purpose, then, to re- 
store Chiang Kai-shek? 

Chiang’s army could not attack China 
without United States air and sea support. 
At the same time it is larger than the 
force needed to hold Formosa and can 
never be supported by the Formosan 
economy, even when it is re-equipped. 


Our Purposes Mocked 


Our purpose in Formosa may be to pre- 
vent Formosa falling into Communist 
hands. Chiang’s purpose is to use For- 
mosa as a base for his own re-conquest of 
China. As long as we work under Chiang, 
our actions form part of his plan. 

Under any commander, the military re- 
conquest of China would be a hopeless en- 
terprise for the foreseeable future. China 
can be liberated but not reconquered. And 
it can not be liberated by Chiang Kai-shek. 

We have taken responsibility in Formosa 
up to the level at which police rule by a 
gutter clique mocks our ends. Either we 
should get out of Formosa or we should 
accept the logic of our actions and follow 
them through, giving up the fiction of 
Chiang’s dominion over China and helping 
freedom-loving Formosans and Chinese to 
end the reality of his dominion at Taipeh. 


A Case of Statistical Corn 


From the Decatur Herald 


Iowa, triumphantly reports The Des 
Moines Register, “is back again in first 
place as the nation’s leading corn produc- 
ing state for 1951.” 

Most Americans who know that Iowa is 
the state ‘“‘where the tall corn grows” and 
who assume that altitude is synonymous 
with production, had not heard about 
Iowa’s loss of first place in the corn pro- 
duction standings. 

Few Llinois residents had known that 
the Prairie State had been in first place 
for a time, ahead of Iowa. 

But how can one state be ranked higher 


than another for production in 1951 when 
this year’s crop still is in the field? 

The standings have been computed, by 
persons and business concerns to whom the 
statistics make a difference, on the basis 
of crop estimates. A final accurate place- 
ment cannot be made until all the corn 
has been picked and the _ gleanings 
weighed in. 

Meanwhile, Illinois has been content to 
let Iowa claim credit for tall corn, confi- 
dent that Illinois has the edge in produc- 
tivity, and the elevators do not pay off on 
altitude and neither does the government.

Naval War in the Pacific 


ALEUTIANS, GILBERTS AND MARSHALLS, by Samuel 
Eliot Morison. (Atiantic-Little, Brown, 349 pgs., $6.) 
The seventh volume of this definitive and 

continuing history of United States naval 

operations in World War II takes up the 

North and Central Pacific campaign where- 

in new tactics in air, land and sea co-opera- 

tion were experimented with and perfected 
for the victories to come in the Marianas, 

Bonins and Okinawa. The period covered 

extends from June 1942 to April 1944. 
Operations in the Aleutians are picked 

up where they were broken off after the 

Battle of Midway and carried on through 

the capture of Attu and Kiska. The Battle 

of the Komandorski Islands is the one fleet 
action with no land element. 

The two major amphibious operations 
covered are the taking of the Gilbert ls- 
lands, including Makin and Tarawa, and 
the conquest of the Marshalls, including 
Kwajalein and En- 
wetok. In these cam- 
paigns, the growing 
powers of carrier 
warfare are apparent 
with the strike on 
Truk signalizing 
emergence of the 
carrier as the capital 
ship of the future. It 
is to be remembered 
that as in his earlier 
volumes, Mr. Mori- 
son, professor of 
American History at 
Harvard, saw much 
of the action where- 
of he writes. 

Writing in his usual accurate, terse and 
at times colorful style, he also continues to 
speak out frankly on American blunders. 
The Aleutian campaign was full of them. 
Of Attu, where an American landing force 
of 11,000 was required to rout 2400 Japs, 
the author says: “The operation succeeded, 
although clumsily executed. The loading 
and unloading of transports was badly 
done, naval bombardments were delivered 
from unnecessarily long ranges, and the 
7th Division, owing to initial training for 
desert warfare and poor top leadership, 
showed little dash or initiative. After all, 
Attu was only the third American amphibi- 
ous operation of the war. and the reports 
of it, studied and pondered, prevented 
similar mistakes.” 

Then there was Kiska, in which the 
Army and Navy for 18 days fought an 
enemy that was non-existent, although re- 
connaissance and photography should have 
made it clear that the Japs had evacuated. 
In the landing, Americans fired on each 
other and 25 were killed and 31 wounded. 
Mr. Morison describes the Jap evacuation, 
which remained a secret to the Americans 
for three. weeks, as “a daring and brilliant 
achievement.” How did they do it? He 
writes: “Japanese savvy, American bun- 
gling, Aleutian weather and good fortune 
are the answers.” 

Of Tarawa, which was the first place in 
the Pacific where an amphibious landing 
was vigorously opposed on the beach. Mr. 
Morison writes: “Ignorance of how ‘to 
tackle a strongly defended coral atoll sur- 
rounded by a fringing reef was responsible 
for most of the errors in this attack.” The 
mistakes, as he lists them, were a naval 
bombardment that was inaccurate and not 
heavy enough, a badly timed aerial bom- 
bardment, poor plane support for ground 
troops, and few and faulty amphtracs. 

But he assails that fighting Marine, Gen- 
eral (“Howling Mad”) Smith, who in his 
fiery book “Coral and Brass,” held to the 
theory that good American blood was shed 
for a few acres of worthless coral. Gen. 
Smith would have leapfrogged the Gilberts 
and gone direct to Kwajalein, the Jap 
stronghold of the Marshalls. Mr. Morison 
holds that had we done so, we would have 
made the same mistakes that were made at 
Tarawa and met greater opposition.

Then in mid-1950 the Commu- 
nist Central Committee announced 
that the emphasis on the party 
based on the urban proletariat 
would be hastened in the years 
1953 to 1955 when “one-third of 
all industrial workers of China 
will be absorbed into the party.” 
Communists do Sot hide the 
fact that the much-vaunted land 
reform was mainly a_ political 
weapon by which the majority of 
the peasants were used as an in- 
strument for gaining power. For 
instance, Po Yi-po, secretary of 
the North China bureau of the 
Communist Central Committee, 
stated in a July 1 speech that now 
that the first stage was over, 
“neasants must be educated to 
accept the socialist principles of 
the collective economy. Peasants 
should be taken to see more mod- 
ern factories and modern exhibits 


played by labor mutual aid teams 
and co-operatives will prove to 
the peasants that a _ collective 
economy is superior to an indi- 
vidual economy.” 

Russia to Be Model. 

Despite the doubters who say 
that the industrialization of China 
is a wild dream, the Chinese Com- 
munists obviously intend to make 
a thorough try, using Bolshevik 
Russia as a model. It is signif- 
idant in this regard that, again 
according to the Communist press 
itself, exports of grain to the 
Soviet Union in 1951 are 126 per 
cent of the 1950 total. This ex- 
port took place in spite of the 
Chinese famine in Kwantung 
province. The ruthless sacrifice 
was ordered so as to obtain the 
machinery for  industrialization 
and the weapons for war. 
Russia undoubtedly learned a 
good deal from its mistakes in 
Yugoslavia, where its officers 
were arrogant and meddling. In 
China, Russian technicians, who 
have swarmed into key communi- 
cations centers, air fields, indus- 
tries and mines, live strictly apart 
from the local population. When 
not working, they stay in .their 
compounds and only mingle on 
official social business.

Needs for Defensive Strategy. 


“A defensive strategy would 
require forces sufficient to hold 
for extensive periods at natural 
lines of defense such as rivers 
or mountains. It is roughly 600 
miles from the Baltic sea to 
Switzerland. Using a rule of 
thumb, this would require about 
60 divisions to hold. A force of 
this size would make aggression 
a very uncertain venture, since 
it might be able to hold long 
enough for our atomic strategy 
to become effective, 

Such a plan, however, still 
would make Germany from the 
Elbe to the Rhine nothing more 
than a battleground, since the 
Rhine is the first major obstacle 
that offers a good chance of de- 
fense. If this were our strategy 
there would be little chance that 
Germany would provide forces 
for the Eisenhower army. The 
Germans feel, and justly, that if 
they are to be occupied by an in- 
vader, it would be better to be 
occupied as a neutral than as an 
enemy. 


A counter-offensive strategy 
would be based on sufficient 
forces to hold most of the East- 
West German border, while mae 
neuver forces attacked to the east 
to get behind the Soviet main 
armies. The tab for this is ap- 
proximately 75 divisions, of which 
20 should be armored maneuver- 
ing forces backed by adequate 
infantry in motors. 
Favored by Germans. 

This is a strategy which would 
have full support of the Gere 
mans. When they can see any 
such prospect, we can be sure 
of their support. Not only would 
it do away with the idea of mak- 
ing Germany a battleground, but 
it gives them a hope of regaining 
Eastern Germany.

He Finds Writing, 
Farming Hard Work

Ji is surprising how many visitors say to us: “You 


two certainly have the easy life. Sitting in the 

shade while your cattle get fat and then dashing 

off a column or two, to make us city folk envious.” 

The implication here, 

even when the speaker 

knows better, is that 

farming cannot quite 

be considered a seri- 

ous calling; and that 

writing, at its worst, 

is no more than a 

pleasant hobby, to be 

indulged in casually 

during one’s’ spare 

time. This latter idea 

can be rather easily 

disposed of. Just find 

yourself a typewriter 

and a stack of blank 

paper. Sit yourself 

down and roll in the 

first sheet. Then say 

to yourself: “Now, during the next three hours— 

or three months—-I’m going to pound out a thousand 

words—or a hundred thousand—which will be of 

— interest to enough people so that the 

editor to whom I send this material will be per- 

suaded to print it. And equally important, so that 

he will send back to me the wherewithal to fill the 
family cupboard with groceries.” 


TRY THIS OUT and you will soon be convinced 
that writing, far from being a hobby, is the hardest 
kind of work. Our life on the farm doesn’t bring 
us into contact with a great many authors. Yet it 
can certainly be said of those we do know that 
they write because they can’t help themselves. The 
urge is simply greater than the obstacles, which 
are many. A great deal of good writing brings a 
pitifully small return; and a lot of mediocre writ- 
ing pays very well. But none of it is produced 
without effort. And the judgment of the editor, 
who is not an ogre, but a person with a sense of 
what will appeal to his readers, is the best and 
final criterion of whether you are a writer. So if 
you're still convinced it is easy, try it out on an 
editor, and preferably with a deadline.

THE FIRST PART of the idea, that farming can 
hardly be considered a serious profession, can be 
disposed of in somewhat the same way.

Riotous Opera 
HATEVER criticism might be leveled at the film version 
W:: “THE TALES OF HOFFMANN” at the PAGEANT 
THEATER, its English writer-director-producers, Michael 
Powell and Emeric Pressburger, certainly could not be accused 
of merely setting up a camera and photo- 
graphing a staze production of the Offenbach 
opera. : 

They and their designer, Hein Heckroth, 
have displayed a vivid imagination and fresh 
approach in the staging “that makes the film 
for the most part visually exquisite, some- 
times almost breath-taking. They have, true, 

made some sacrifices. They have often. subordinated the 
music to sheer exoticism and fantasy so that sometimes you 
get the feeling this is ‘‘Hoffmann” after a few strong pulls at 
the hashish pipe. And the story-line, although the libretto is 
sung in English which you can understand at least 50 per cent 
of the time, sometimes suffers in clarity and impact. | 

The decor, which ranges from surrealistic and impression- 
istic to rococo and a sort of crumbling classic, the fanciful 
imagery, the lavish use of ballet effects in the first half, com- 
prise a spate of sensuousness in which the music is an ingre- 
dient rather than the dominating factor. The makers went 
all-out to achieve a complete blending of the arts, although the 
dubbing in of operatic voices on prancing ballet dancers is 
sometimes carried to amusing extremes. As when the high 
coloratura chirping of the “Doll Song’ emanates from Moira 
Shearer’s mouth as she pirouettes like a dervish, and it is 
pretty hard to reconcile the two. : 

This blazoning of startling effect submerges the meaning 
of the tales of the three tragic loves of Hoffmann, the poet— 
it’s: hard to even think about it admist the welter of Techni- 
colory I don’t know what expert opinion is on the matter, but 
the tales seem to me to have an tronic implication—that Hoff- 
mann’s own dark romanticism is really the evil genius that 
hounds him from love to love. No matter what love affair he 
embarked upon, it would always end the same way-—in mock- 
ing frustration or tragedy—because the mystic and melancholy 
Teutonic poetic conception much preferred a good cry in the 
schnapps of thwarted ecstasy than sipping the gay champagne 
of fulfillment—or am I getting too fancy?

Robert Rounseville, who both acts and sings Hoffmann, is 
of sound stuff. His tenor has a pellucid purity, and his acting, 
for an opera singer, is pretty good. In the midst of a swarm 
of florid impersonations by such ballet dancers as Robert 
Helpmann, Miss Shearer, Leonide Massine, the lovely Lud- 
milla Tscherina and Frederick Ashton, all except Ludmilla 
adorned in a good many pounds of makeup, he shapes up as 
the only sane man in a mad world. Ann Ayars, as Antonia in 
the last tale, has pathos, and sings mighty pretty; although her 
robust, with the accent on the second syllable, beauty makes it 
hard to believe she is a wilting flower doomed to pass away 

Doubtless stimulated by the success of their “The Red 
Shdes,” Powell and Pressburger have gone hog-wild on ballet. 
Before the prologue gets into the tavern, there is a ballet in 
opalescent hues in which Miss Shearer impersonates a dragon- 
fly. The first tale, of Olympia the life-sized doll with whom 
Hoffmann falls in love, is also done with almost everyone kick- 
ing up entrechats and tours-en-l'air to the recitative. It is full 
of cute surrealistic touches, too, such as the dismembered arms 
of Olympia writhing about and her eyelashes fluttering in her 
severed head, which I am sure no stage produttion will ever 

quite duplicate. 

The tale of Giulietta, laid in a dream-like Venice, is a 
gusty yarn of purple passion and bartered souls, with red, 
black and gold trimmings, which struck me as the most satisfy- 
ing of the lot, adorned as it is with the barcarole, which I 
seem to recall hearing somewhere before, and the mirror duet. 
The last tale, with Antonia dying because she insists on sing- 
ing a duet with the statue of her mother, is explosive with 
musical vitamins, but with all the frenetic dashing about by 
the supposedly mortally stricken heroine and the kaleidoscopic 
convulsions of the scenery, I had a hard time piecing every- 
thing together. 

It may not be exactly the opera Offenbach had in mind, 
but it’s a good show. 


Rommel a Hero 
Field Marshal Erwin Rommel! of the German armies is given 
a sympathetic biographic treatment in “THE DESERT FOX,” 
at the - FOX, a rather uneven and episodic film which owes 
most of its interest to a good performance of Rommel by 
James Mason and a touching ending in which 
Rommel agrees to take poison rather than 
stand trial for conspiracy against Hitler, so 
as to save his wife and son. 
The film was adapted from the biography by 
British Brigadier Desmond Young who con- 
ceived a great admiration for the soldier whom 
he opposed in Africa in a minor command 
and whom he saw only once, from a distance, when a prisoner. 
One of its chief defects is that it doesn’t show why Rommel 
was a great general, but merely offers excuses for his defeats. 
At the trouncing of the Nazis at El Alamein by Montgomery, 
Rommel! is shown arriving back in Africa to start issuing suave, 
brilliant, orders as soon as he steps off the plane; in the book 
Young says he arrived too late to do anything, that all his 
divisions had already been committed. Hitler is blamed for 
the defeat by a “stand and die” order, although it seemed to 
me Rommel actually put up a pretty good “run and live” 
defense. In France, Rommel and his superior, Von Rundstedt, 
played by Leo G. Carrol as a tired, intelligent and cynical old 
man, were hamstrung again by Hitler’s insane attempts to play 
soldier, it says here on the screen. 

Rommel is shown as only a reluctant participant in the 
plot to kill Hitler, and that not because of opposition to his 
policies Rommel] maintains the policies were no business of a 
soldier, for what that it worth) but because he realized Hitler 
was ruining Germany. Adolphe himself is played by Luther 
Adler as a screaming paranoiac, which seems to agree with the 
general consensus. But, outside of Hitler and Keitel, the Ger- 
man soldiers are presented as a remarkably human lot—not a 
heel-clicking, barking martinet among ‘em. 


Hilarious, They Claim 
Just before I saw “BEHAVE YOURSELF” at a preview at 


the MISSOURI Wednesday night, a teaser from the outgoing 
show was run touting “Behave Yourself” as the “most hilarious 
comedy of the year,” and giving on a sound track gales of 
laughter rivaling in velocity a Kansas cyclone, 
which it swore were recorded at the sneak 
preview of the film in Hollywood. Thus 
titillated, I cleared my laughing muscles and 
sat back to have a whale of a time as the 
film itself followed. 
What I saw was a broad, crude and ama- 
: teurish farce about crooks, murders, a dog, 
a mother-in-law and a young husband who is always frustrated 
until the final scene in getting alone with his wife. And 
Farley Granger and Shelley Winters simply knocking them- 
selves out trying to be funny, apparently under the impression 
that wit and humor are produced in ratio to the number of 
ergs of energy expended. As they are more noted for physical 
charms than comedy technique, I wasn't surprised, but I was 
taken aback to find that two such veterans as Jerry Wald and 
Norman Krasna, reputed to be immensely clever writers an 
astute producers, were responsible for this. .

“THE PROWLER” at the ORPHEUM is a fair melodrama 
about a policeman who murders the husband of his inamorata 
under pretense that he thought the husband was a prowler. 
Van Heflin plays the ruthless cop, and Evelyn Keyes the wife, 
with conviction, and the story is tautly constructed. However, 
there are a lot of holes in the dramatic logic. It is difficult 
to believe the murderer could ever have gotten away with 
it, especially as he marries the widow a few months after- 
ward.

To Win

OUR usual policy when you 
Y need only 50 is to play to get 

the pack before making your 
initial meld. It 1s so easy to make 
50 that it is hardly worth while 
reducing your number of cards to 
do so quickly. If necessary, you or 
your partner wil be pretty sure 
to have the count later. 

However, it does not hurt to re- 
duce your hand by a card or two 


in order to get things started for 
your side. Suppose you hold: 


You need only 50. You wouldn't 
make the meld from this hand 
without taking the pack. 

But what happens when you are 
offered the pack but it isn’t big 
enough to make up for the cards 
you. must expend in melding? 

For example, your right-hand 
opponent discards a seven. That 
makes five cards in the pack, in- 
cluding the discard. You can take 
it, meld four sevens, meld your 
deuce with any one of your pairs, 
and still have nine cards after dis- 
carding—a net loss of two cards. 
Should you do it? 

Yes. This is the borderline case, 
but it is worth taking the pack 
and melding. For two cards you 
get a couple of melds, and you 
get a canasta base. Furthermore, 
you prevent a larger pack from 
falling to the opponents. 

Question: What happens when 
a red three is discarded? 

Answer: A red three can never 
be discarded; therefore it must 
be withdrawn, placed on the table 
as the laws require, and another 
card discarded. The player may 
draw a replacement if in that 
turn he drew from the stock and 
did not take the discard pile.

Stretch Meat

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CANNED MUSHROOMS ARE QUICK AND EASY MEAT STRETCHERS. 


NCE upon a time, ‘there was 
0 a season for mushrooms. This 

was in the late summer and 
early fall when after a rain, the 
mushrooms would pop up in pas- 
ture lands. Everyone near enough 
would go mushrooming, and hope 
to get their baskets filled early 
in the day before the sun had 
spoiled the creamy color. 

Now, we go mushrooming all 

the year around but at the mar- 
ket. During the fall and winter 
and even occasionally in the sum- 
mer, we find the fresh mush- 
rooms brought by truck from the 
centers where the growing has 
become a main industry. While 
we still like our fresh mushrooms, 
we appreciate as much the very 
good canned products which come 
whole, sliced or chopped. Some 
are even broiled in butter. The 
| meatlike flavor is a great advan- 
tage in stretching leftover meat. 
The less meat, the more mush- 
rooms is a good rule. 

Any creamed mixture of meat 
with mushrooms is more attrac- 
tive if it is served in a macaroni 
or noodle ring, or may be served 
in “bread boxes” that have the 
fancy name of croustades. 

Toasted English muffins or split 
hot biscuits or even plain toast 
may be used instead. French 


toast also makes a good base and 
supplies a special savoriness to a 
combination of meat and vegeta- 
bles. By the way, if there is no 
leftover meat on hand, dried beef, 
tuna or salmon may be used in 
the same fashion with a cream 
sauce replacing the leftover gravy. 


“Boxed” Meat in Mushroom 


Sauce. 

One tablespoon meat drippings, 
two tablespoons flour, one cup 
milk, one cup leftover gravy, salt, 
pepper, one and one-half cups 
cubed leftover meat, one small 
can peas, one 4-ounce can mush- 
rooms, bread croustades. 

Heat drippings,yand blend in 
flour. Gradually add milk arid 
cook, stirring constantly until 
thickened. Add gravy, mixing 
smooth. Season with salt and 
pepper. Add leftover meat and 
vegetables and heat. To serve, 
fill bread croustades with meat 
mixture. Yield: 4 servings. 

Bread Croustades. 

Use unsliced bread and cut in 
two-inch slices. Trim crusts, cut 
in halves and remove center 
crumb. Brush each shell with 
butter or margarine and -bake in 
moderate oven (350 degrees F.) 15 
to 20 minutes, or until golden 
brown. Use remaining crumbs for 
scalloped dish.

66 Y child won’t eat a thing! What can I do?” is the 

M complaint of probably at least a third of the parents 

who come to us. 

In perhaps half of these cases the child is actually a 
pretty good eater. He merely is not eating as much as his 
mother thinks he should. But in the other half, the complaint 
is close to true. The child may really be eating very little— 
certainly less than he needs to keep well-nourished. 

What to do about it? It is difficult to give any generalized 
answer because each case has its own special circumstances. If 
your child really “isn’t eating a thing,” and if you cannot seem 
to remedy the situation yourself, you would do well to consult 
your pediatrician or a child specialist. 

<a * 

_ HOWEVER, HERE ARE a few suggestions which you might 
try first. They will do your child no harm. They may help 
him to eat. 

Most important of all, place no stress whatever on amount 
of food eaten. Many children who have small appetites to be- 
gin with, absolutely revolt at any mention of how much they 
must or should eat. If you say that they have to drink two 
glasses of milk, they won’t even drink half a glass. Say that 
they have to eat two scoopfuls of peas, and they won’t even 
eat one. 

On the contrary, if you say nothing about how much they 
have to consume, and give very small helpings, served with no 
comment, there is a good possibility that they will eat what 
you give them and ask for more. Giving small servings is 
quite as important as not talking aboyt the amount to be 
eaten. The sight of a too large helping may actually revolt 
the child with tiny appetite and may take away what little 
appetite he has.

IN ADDITION, if you have a small-appetite child, be extra 
sure to see that food is served attractively. If you serve sand- 
wiches, for example, make them thin and without crusts. 
Don’t serve big chunks of bread with slabs of meat or other 
filling in between. Also be sure that different foods on the 
plate don’t all run together. Keep portions small enough so 
that each type of food remains neat and separate. Poor eaters 
are often extremely finicky about this sort of thing.

Business Man—and Log Cabin Farmer 


Jacob R. Van Dyke Heads St. Louis Textile Firm Five Days a Week, 
Then He Adopts Role of Farmer Jake in Callaway County Hideout

WILLIAMSBURG, Mo., Oct. 19. 


HE haze of autumn days 
T hangs over Crump Lane Farm 

at the edge of Nine-Mile 
Prairie, out in Callaway county, 
where J&ke Van Dyke has his 
hideout. This Jake Van Dyke is 
a man who leads a double life. 
For five days he .toils as head of 
the Western Textile Products Co. 
in St. Louis. From Friday after- 
noon to Monday morning he is a 
grassland farmer living in a log 
house that is 130 years old, 
standing on the soil where the 
pioneers cleared and plowed. 


In the business and civic world 
of St. Louis Jacob R. Van Dyke 
is known for the success he has 
won and the community service 
he has rendered. Out here he is 
Farmer Jake, a country Jake and 
proud to be accepted as such. 


Out here Van Dyke is known, 
by reason of one of his activities, 
as a collector of log houses. He 
has four of them, besides the one 
he lives in, and is in the market 
for more. The structures, occu- 
pving three sides of a quadrangle, 
give Crump Lane Farm the ap- 
pearance .of a frontier village. 
There is room on the other side 
of the square for one or two 
more. Anybody who has one 
needs only to let Van Dyke know 


and if it is sound enough to be - 


moved he will come with his ex- 
pert mover and his trucks to tear 
it down log by log and rebuilt it 
on his place. 


Van Dyke’s father and grand- 
father were men of the soil and 
part of his heritage from them 
was a love for the land which 
abided with him through the 
years when he was climbing to 
the top in the St. Louis business 
world and making his contribu- 
tion to the city’s progress. Al- 
ways there was the pull toward 
the way that his ancestors had 
lived and the deep-down purpose 
of some day taking up the tasks 
that they had, in the fullness of 
their years, laid down.

HE Van Dykes had friends in 

Callaway county whom they 

visited from time to time, with 
Jake coveting such a way of life 
and yielding to a growing determ- 
ination to have it, for himself and 
his family. Twenty years ago, on 
one of his visits, he heard that 
the old Crump place on the road 
from Reedsville to Williamsburg, 
much of it “turned-out” waste- 
Jand, was for sale, not readily 
finding a buyer because the old 
log house, the Crump homestead 
since 1819, when Turner Crump 
took up Government land and 
raised the one-room “crib” to 
shelter his family, was in a sorry 
state of decay. As enlarged by 
additions through the years, it 
stood abandoned with removable 
parts carried away, fit to be torn 
down and removed from the 
earth that it cumbered. 


To almost anybody else the log 
ruin would have been an argu- 
ment against the purchase of the 
land. To Van Dyke it was a chal- 
lenge. It may well have been 
that in his thinking he bought the 
old log house, with the land 
thrown in. , 


Being structurally sound, the 
log house was restored and weath- 
erboarded and a bath room and 
dining room, both: of logs, were 
built at opposite ends. Supplied 
with furniture and articles of util- 
ity from the Van Dyke ancestral 
homes, it was ready for part-time 
occupancy by the family from the 
city.

Three no-trump would have 
been an ironclad contract, as it 
happened, since the one danger- 
ous suit, diamonds, was divided 
4-3 between the opponents, but 
the four-heart contract was con- 
siderably more logical. 

West opened the diamond king 
and continued for two more 
rounds. South ruffed, drew the 
necessary round of trumps, and 
then informed his partner that 
they would need a little luck. As 
though to prove his point, South 
forthwith took the club finesse. 
East captured dummy’s queen 
and led his remaining diamond, 
and at the end South had to give 
up a spade trick and acknowledge 
defeat. 

It would have been a very good 
idea for West to shift to spades 
at the second trick, but since 
South was fortunate enough to be 
given a “soft” defense, he should 
have taken advantage of the fact. 
After ruffing the third diamond 
and drawing the outstanding 
trumps, he should have entered 
dummy with a trump, ruffed away 
the last diamond, and then played 
the ace and ten of spades. If, as 
was actually the case, East had 
the spade king, he would be end« 
played on the spot, whereas if it 
was West who had the spade 
king, declarer would still be able 
to try the club finesse.
